Jones Library Intensity of Usage

It has been suggested that Amherst's library need not be enlarged because of the presence of so many college students who do not
need to be served it. To the contrary, an estimate of the permanent, non-student population of Amherst (i.e. the population for which
the percentage of residents 15-24 is the same as for the entire state) confirms what the Jones librarians have always kown. Amherst's

permanent residents use the Jones Library 40-50% more heavily than its nearest neighbors (almost twice as intensively as

Northampton).
